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baving march'd, according to the Reſolution taken in Con- 
. cert with Her Majeſty's General, almoſt up to the Enemy, 
with a gone Saperiority-both as to the Number and Good- 

is of Troops, and animated with a noble Courage and 
Teal to acquit themſelves bravely ; ſo that in all human 
Appearance, and with the Divine Affiſtance, which had ap- 
- peared ſo viſibly for them on many other Occaſions, they 
would have been able, either by Battel or Siege, to have 
gained-great Advantages over the Enemy, to have bettered the 
Affairs of the Allies, and to have facilitated the Negotiati- 
ons of Peace: And the Miniſters of France having frequent. 
ly and earneſtly repreſented to the ſaid Robert, Earl of Ox- 
ord and Earl Mortimer, and other his Accomplices, during 
their ſecret Negotiations, their juſt Apprehenſions from the 
Bravery and good Diſpoſition of the Contederate Army ; he

did, at the Inſtance of the Allies, ſignify to one of Her Ma-

and informing them of the Indignation expreſſed in Great 
Britain at the Offers of France; but that by the Management 
of Mr. Thomas Harley (then Secretary of the 1 
the Houſe of Commons was perfectly and abſolutely ſecur 
to the Meaſures of Peace; did wickedly, deceitſully, and 
perfidioully concert and agree with the Miniſters of France at 
Utrecht, that the ſaid French Miniſters ſhould write a collu- 
five Letter to bim the ſaid Earl, and the then ſaid Biſhop of 
Briſtol, wherein Her Majeſty ſliould be ſtyled Queen of 
Great Britain; which Letter was not to be made any uſe of at 
Utrecht, oꝶ taken as an Acknowledgment by France of Her 
Majeſty's Title to the Crown, but was agreed to be tranſ- 
mitted to Great Britain, thereby to deceive and 1 * 1 
Her Majeſty and the Parliament, as if France then 
actually acknowledged the ſame; which ſaid Letter was ac- 
cordingly written by the Miniſters of France, and tranſmit - 
ted to Great Britain by him the ſaid Earl. 

Wbereby Her Majeſty, the Parliament, and the whole 
Nation, were moſt groſly and ſcandalouſly abuſed and drawn 
into the ſaid deſtructive Meaſures of Peace, to the great Diſ- 
honour of Her Majeſty and theſe Kingdoms, and to the ap- 
parent Danger of the Froteſtant Succeſſion. |

all her Allies, and which being fign'd by the Miniſter of that 
Prince only, were not intended to bind any other : And fince 
Preliminary Articles are no Efſential Step towards a General 
Negotiation, there being, as he believes, but few Inſtances 
where any Matters of Importance have been ſettled before the 
Opening of General Conferences, + The ſaid Earl does not 
conceive, That if any Miniſter of State bad advis'd Her Ma.

The ſaid Earl denies, That any Treatyfign'd 
by the Earl of Dartmouth or Mr, St. John, or either of 
em, on the part of Exgland, and the Sieur Meſnager on the 
part of France. (if any ſuch there be) was induſi riouſiy con- 
ceal'd from the Allies, Her Majeſty's Council, or Parlia- 
2 his Advice or Contrivance; or that he diſſuaded 
Her Majeſty from lay ing any ſuch Treaty before her Allies, 
her Council, or Parliament; or that he advis'4 Her Majeſty 
to receive the ſaid General Preliminaries, or to communicate 
the fame in her Name, or by her Authority, tothe tates Ge- 
neral, as a ſufficient Foundation whereon to open the Conte- 
rences of Peace with France, The ſaid Ear! hath been in- 
form'd, and doth believe, That there were certain luſtru- 
ctions prepared and ſigu d by Her Majeſty, and 4cliver'd to 
the Earl of Strafford, Her Majeſty's Ambaſſador to the States 
General, wherein the {aid Ambaſſador might be directed to 
repreſent to the Penſionary of Holland, and ſuch others as 
ſhould be appointed to confer with him in ſuch manner as is 
ſet forth in this Article, or to the like effect; but he denics 
that tbe ſaid Inſtructions were prepar d, fign'd, or deliver d 
by bis Advice: Nevertheleſs the {aid Earl believes, the (aid 
Inſtructions were well warranted by the Truth of ſuch Facts 
as in the ſaid Article are ſet forth to be contained 1 ther In. 
ructions, 
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ſtructions, ſince the ſaid Earl hath had credible Information, 
that after Her. Majeſty had receiv'd an Account of the Senſe 
of ſome Perſons in Holland, concerning the Overtures made 
by France, for the ſetting a General Negotiation of Peace on - 
Foot, very preſſing Inſtances were made on Her Majeſty's . 
Behalf, with the Enemy, to explain the firſt Offers made 
1 de Torcy, more particularly. and to form a diſti 

roject of ſuch a Peace as they were willing to conclude: An 
that ſuch Inſtanceʒ had effect, will appear from the Prelimi- 
naries, ſaid to be ſign d by Monſieur Meſnager, September the 
27th 1711, wherein ſeveral Explications are made, and many 
Particulars of moment are contain d, which were not in the 
Propoſitions of Monſieur de Torcy; wherefore the ſaid Earl 
apprehends, that the Propoſitions ſaid in this Article to be 
ſent over to France (if any ſuch were ſent) were not ſo Ge-

jeſty's InſtruRions to her ſail Ambaſſador, either in the Parti- 
culars aboveſaid, or in any other, contain'd Matters Falſe, 
Prevaricating. or Evaſive.

es it might proceed from Her Majeſty's Reſentment of that 

of Diſobedience in the Auxiliary Troops, to the

account of the ſaid Foreign Troops, who had fo ſeparated, 
without which, the Iſſaing or Directing any Monies tor the 
Payment of them, had been a Violation his Duty. And 
the ſaid Earl denies, that he did at any time refuſe or put a 
ſtop to any ſuch Pay or Subſidies; but, on the contrary, 
when the Miniſters of the Princes to whom thoſe Forces be- 
long'd, did apply for the Payment of the faid Troops, tbe 
ſaid Earl deſir d them to make Application to Her N 
for the neceſſary Warrants in order thereunto: And as the 
faid Earl had no Notice of any Separation intended between 
Her Majeſty's Forces and thoſe of the Allies, before the ſame 
was made, ſo he abſolutely denies, that, by his Advice or 
Council, or with his Privity, any ſuch Separation was made:

He believes, that the 
Forces of ſome of the Allies were engaged in the unfortunate 
Action of Denain, and that the Siege of Landrecy was rais d, 
and the Towns of Qneſnoy, Bouchain, and Douay were ſome- 
time after retaken by the French Army : But whether thoſe 
Diſaſters might not have been prevented, by a Compliance 
with the Meaſures Her Majeſty taken ſor the Common

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In Anſwer to the Tenth Article, the ſaid Earl denjes, that 
he did carry on, or concert with the Miniſters of France, a 
Private or Separate Negotiatioff for a general Suſpenſion by 
Sed and Land, bet een Great Britgmmand France or that he 
did adviſe Her Maj to ſend over Hep. Viſe. Bolingbroke to the 
Court of France, with Powers to ſettle ach Suſpenſion; but 
hatlr been informed, and believes it may be true, that about 
the 29th of Auguſt; N. 8. 171, à Suſpesſion of Arms was 
agreed on in Frame, by the ſaid Viſcount Bolinghr ole, on Her 
MajeRy's part, for Four Months; but whether fach Agree- 
ment was made without the Knowledge or Participation of 
Her Majeſty's Allies, or how far the Terms of Peace were 
then ſettled withFrance, either for, Great Britain or the Allies, 
the ſaid Earl is not able to ſet forth: But from the Informa - 
tions he hat received of that Affair, beheves it will appear, 
that the ſaid Suſpenſion was a Continuation only of a former 
Agreement for a Ceſſatiom of Arma, which had not only 
communicated to the Allies, but into whieh they had been in- 
vited.; and believes; Her Majeſty might be induced to deſire 
ſuch Ceſſatioh, as what was uſual among Princes and States 
in War, during Negotiations of Peace, by which means the 
Britiſh Merchants enjoy d a free Trade. and had an Oppor- 
tunity of carrying the Merchandizesof other Countries to 
ſeveral Parts of Exropt, as the Dutch had done during the 
War ; and therefore the ſaid Earl doth not eonceive that Her 
Majeſty, by the faid Suſpenſion; did in the leaſt intend the 
Violation of any Treaties between ber and her Allies, or to 
deprive them of any Aſſiſtance to which they were intitled, 
or ta expoſe them to the Inſults of the common Enemy: Nor 
doth he diſcern how theſe Conſequences could enſue, without 
the Default of the Allies themſelves, much leſs how the Ties 
of Union and Friendſhip, berween Her Majeſty and them, 
were cat aſunder, or Her Majeſty's Perſon or Government, 
or the Safety of her Kingdoms, or the Proreſtant Succeſſion, 
were expos'd thereby.

any ſuch Inſtructions to Henry Viſc. Bolingbroke, as in the ſaid 
Article mention'd, or to conſent to any Treaty, wherein a 
Ceſſion is made of the ſaid Kingdom to Hts Royal Highneſs, 
without any Concurrence or Participation of His Imperial 
Majeſty ; nor doth he admit that Her Majeſty was prevail'd 
on, by his Advice, to aſſiſt His ſaid Royal Highneſs with her 
Fleet, againſt the Emperor, in order to obtain the Poſſeſſion 
of that Kingdom: But, in Juſtification of Her Majeſty's 
Proceedings, in relation to the faid Kingdom, the ſaid Earl 
doth beg Leave to oblerve, that, by the Grand Alliance, it 
was agreed, among other things, that the Confederates fhould 
uſe their utmoſt Endeavonrs torecover the Kingdom of Sicily out 
of the Hands of the Enemy; and that the Principal Ends for 
endeavouring the Recovery of Sicily were, That His Imperial 
Majeſty might have a reaſonable Satisfaction for his Pretenſion 
to the Spaniſh Monarchy, and that the Trade and Navigation 
-/ the Subjects of Great Britain and Holland might thereby he 

etter ſecured. Since therefore the Empire, and Heredita 


Countries of Auſtria, were now fallen upon Charles the 


Third, who, at the Time of that Treaty, was a Younger 
Branch of that Houſe : Since ſeveral Towns in the French 
Flanders, which were not in the Poſſeſſion of King Charles 
the Second, at the Time of his Death, together with Spaniſh 
Flanders, Milan, and Naples, might ſeem a reaſonable Satiſ- 
ſaction for His Imperial Majeſty's Pretenſions to the Spaniſh 
Succeſſion, And ſince the Trade and Navigation of the Sub- 
jets of Great Britain and Holland would be as effectually ſe- 
cur'd, by the Diſpoſition of the Kingdom of Sicily to the 
Duke of Savoy, as if the ſaid Kingdom had fallen to the Share 
of the Emperor: And greater Difficulties would be likely to 
ariſe in obtaining the Diſpoſition thereof to the Houſe of 
Auſtria, than to that Duke, inaſmuch as King Philip might be 
more eaſily induc'd to yield it to the Duke of Savoy, than to 
ſo potent a Prince as the Emperor; and there were Grounds 

to 
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to believe that all, or moſt of the Princes and States of Italy 
were ſo apprehenſive of the growing Power of the Houſe of 
Auſtria in Italy, that they would ſuffer any Extremities ra- 
ther than ſubmit that Sicily, together with Milan and Naples, 
ſhould be in the Hands of the Emperor, the ſaid Earl doth 
not diſcern how _ Project to diſpoſe of the ſaid Kingdom 
to that Duke, could be thought unjuſt, diſhonourable, or 
pernicious, er any Act of Injuſtice to His Imperial Majeſty, 
or Violation of the Giand Alliance: Nor doth the ſaid Earl 
remember in what reſpect it was contradictory to any Decla- 
ration of Her Majeſty, or the Inſtructions ſhe had given her 
Plenipotentiaries : And in caſe Her Majeſty thought fit after- 
wards to employ any part of her Fleet to affiſt that Dake, her 
ood and faithful Ally, to take Poſſeſſion of that Kingdom, 
— the Enemy, in Conſideration of the ſaid Duke's ſtead 
Adherence to the Confederacy, and great Sufferings by ſuc 
Adherence ; he the ſaid Earl is not able to diſcover why ſuch 
Aſſiſtance might not be given to the ſaid Duke, as well as to 
any other of her Allies whatſoever. And ſince it is allow'd 
by this Article, that the then Duke of Savoy never made any 
Application, in order to obtain the ſaid Kingdom for himſelf, 
it ſeems an Evidence at leaſt, that the Perſon or Perſons who

nor did be ever prepare, form, or concert, or adviſe Her 
Majeſty to make any Speech or Declaration, from the 
Throne, to ber Parliament, that was not conformable to 
Truth: He believes Her my might make ſeveral 
Speeches, from the Throne, to her Parliament, at the ſeve- 
ral Times in the ſail Article mentioned, to which the ſaid

He farther ſays, That neither the Warrants for Patent: uf 
n the Bills, or other Engroſſments of ſuch Patents, 
are, at any Time, communicated to the Council, or the 
Treaſory, as ſeveral other Patents are; and therefore the 
ſaid Earl, * ex as High Treaſurer or Privy Counſellor, 
could not have any Knowled oa the ſame : Nevertheleſs, if 
Her Late Sacred jeſty ba 15 fit to acquaint him with 
her moſt gracious Intentions cating any Number of 
Peers of this Realm, and had asked his Opinion, Whether 
the Perſons whom ſhe then intended to create, were Perſons 
proper to _—— to that Dignity 7?

In Anſwer to the further Articles of lmpeachment exhibited 
againſt the ſaid Earl; as to the Firſt of thoſe Articles he 
ſaith, That he believes, in or about the Month of — 
1710, an Expedition was projected, for making a Conq 
the City Quebecl, on the River of St. Lawrence, 
Canada, or. other̃ Poſſeſſions of the French King in North 
America; but denies he advis d Her Majeſty either to conſent 
to the making ſuch Expedition, or to give Orders for detach- 
ing any Battallions of the Forces in Her Majeſty's Service in 
Flanders, or to ſend any ſuch Batallions, or any Squadron 
of Men of War on the ſaid Enterprize; but having heat d 
that the ſaid Project, or ſome Expedition of the like Natur 
had been, ſome Time before, conſider d in a Committee 
Council, and afterwards laid aſide for that Time, and not 
being fully apprized of the whole Project, nor ſo well vers d 
in the Affairs of that Part of the World as others, who had 
more Opportunity of knowing them; and leſt the Expedition 
might not, at that Time, prove ſo feaſible or advantageous as 
others of better Knowledge inthoſe Matters than bimſeltdid 
expect, he did all that be apprehends his Duty requir'd, to 
prevent the putting the ſame in Execution, and expreſſed his 
Concern at it to ſome Perſons about the Queen. And having 
fo far ſhewn his Opinion of the ſaid Deſign at that Time, be- 
lieves it would not have been thought proper fon him to bave

Anſwer to the Fifth Additional Article. 


In Anſwer to the Fifth Additional Article, the ſaid Earl 
doth admit the Sovereign of this Realm may refuſe to receive 
any Natural-born Subject, who hath committed, and is under 
the Guilt of High Treaſon as a publick Miniſter, or with any 
Character from any foreign Prince, State, or Potentate: And 
that where ſuch Perſon is known to be guilty of ſuch Cri 
it may, in moſt Caſes, be fit ſo to do. But he the ſaid Ear 
apprehends, that the Sovereign is the proper Judge whom to 
refuſe or receive with ſuch Character. The ſaid Earl be- 
leves, that a Perſon ſtyling himſelf, or commonly known, by 
the Name of Lilcore or Lawleſs, did, about the Year 1712 or 
1713, come into England with Letters of Credence to Ker 
Majeſty, from the King and Late Queen of Spain, and Au- 
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Spaniſh Weft Iadies; and that Her Majeſty was pleaſed toad 
mit ſuch Perſon with ſuch Letters of «Grand game before 


his Return to Spain, was pleaſed to order, for the Uſe of 
ſuch Perſon, the Sum of One I houſand Pounds, to be paid 
out of the Monies appropriated to the Civil Liſt, which the 
faid Earl, in Obedience to ſuch Orders, cauſed to be paid 
and hambly apprehends it was his Duty ſo to do. But the ſai 
perm ay: that when the ſaid = or ſs 2 ſo 81 
mitted, he was rally t t to be a natural Spamard, 
and that, from dee e, of thoſe Licences which be 
brought, for carrying the Hritiſu Merchandizes to the We 
Indies, he expected a much Larger Preſent ; however, 
ſaid Earl denies, that he knew, or was inform'd, before the

And apon the Notice taken of 
this Aﬀair formerly in the Houle of Peers, it appear'd, that 
the noble Lord who introduced the ſaid Lauleſi to the 
Queen, by Virtue of his Office, did it as of courſe, and did 
not then know he was other than a Native of Spain. And the 
ſaid Earl faith, That of a long Time after he had been fo in- 
troduced, the ſaid Earl neither knew nor heard that he was 
other than a natural Spaniard ;, but when the ſaid Perſon had 
continued in England a conſiderable Time, there was a Ru- 
mour, ani the faid Earl was afterwards miorm'd, he was a 
Native of Ireland, and departed out of that Kingdom in bis 
Youth, and had ſince been in the 59pa»iſb Service ; but doth 
not know, nor was inform d, that he had committed or been 
ilty of High Treaſon, or that he bad ſerved the Late King 
ames II. in the War in Ireland, againit King William Ill.

ſaid Earl never aſſumed the Supreme Direction in Her Maje- 
ity's Councils, neither was he adviſing, that the ſaid Perſon 
ſhould be introduced to Her Majeſty, or ſhould be received 
or treated by her Miniſters, under the diſguiſed Name of 
Don Carlo Moro, or ſhould at all be received as a publick Mi- 
niſter here. And the ſaid Earl doth acknowledge, that the

to promote the Inteteſt of the Pretender in theſe Kingdoms; 
nor is he conſcious to himſelf, that he bath done any thing to 
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expoſe the Perſon of Her Moſt Sacred Majeſty, to enervate 
or render ineffectual the Advice of Parliament, or Her Ma- 
jeſty's Declarations, to countenance any Emiſſary of the 
np: — or encourage his Adberents, to the Danger of the 
Proteſt am Succeſſion as by Law eſtabliſh'd in the Serene Houſe 
of Hanover ;, but, on the contrary is perſuaded his Conduct 
in that Affair is ſo well known, as not to need any farther Ju 
ſtification: But if it ſhould at any Time be thought neceſſa- 

, he is able to produce thole Proofs of it, which are the 

Authority in the World for his Vindication, 
Anſwer to the Sixth Additional Article. 

In Anſwer to the Sixth Ad 1itional Article, the ſaid Earl 
bath been inform d, and doth believe it may be true, that af- 
ter ſeveral unſucceſsful Attempts by Her Late Majeſty, in 
Conjunction with her Allies, to eſtabliſh His preſent Imperial 
Majeſty upon the Throne of Spain, Inſtructions in Writing 
were given to Miiſord Crom, E qq; about the 7th Day of 
March, 1705, taking notice that Her Majeity had been in- 
form'd, the People of Catalonia were inclin'd to caſt off the 
Yoke impos d on them by the French, and to return to the 
Obedience of the Houle of Austria; and that Her Majeſty, de- 
firing to maintain and improve that good Diſpolition in them, 
and to induce them to put the ſame ipeedily in execution, had 
made choice of him to carry on ſo great a Work, for the Ad- 
vantage of her Service and the Good of the common Cauſe, 
as was the Making a Treaty with the Catalazs, or any other 
People of Spain, tor the Purpoſes atoreſaid ; and that the ſaid 
HMuford Crow was thereby impower d to give the Caralans, 
or other Spaniards, Aſſurances of Her Majeſty's utmoſt En- 
deavours to procure the Eſtabliſhment of all ſuch Rights and 
Immunities, as they enjoy d formerly under thetHouſeot Auſtria 
and the Confirmation of ſuch Titles as had been conferr d on 
any of them by the Duke of An jon: And that for their farther 
Satisfaction, Her Majeſty had ſent to King Charles III. for 
Powers for confirming the ſame to them, and was willing, if 
they inſiſted on it, to become Guarantee that it ſhould be 
done. And the ſaid Earl bath been likewiſe inform'd, That 
Her Majeſty, in a Commiſſion granted to the fail Mit ford 
Crow, expreſſed, That ſhe thonght fir to enter into a Treaty with 
the Principality of Catalonia, or any other Province of Spain,

claration was prepared by his Advice or Privity. And the 
ſaid Earl believes it may be t that ſome part of the'Nobi- 
lity, Gentry, and Inhabitants of the Principality of Catalonia,

the Crowns of Great Britain and Spain, On the contrary 
the ſaid Earl faith, That, by Letters and Papers ſent by Ore 
of Her Majeſty's Principal Secretaries of State to the Lord 
Lexington, it will appear, that after Her Majeſty had heark- 
end to the Propoſals ſor a General Peace, for the Good of 
her own People and her Allies, ſhe us'd her beſt Endeavouts 
for obtaining the Liberties of the Catalans, at the Concluſion 
of the Peace, and that His 1 ordſhip was directed perempto- 
rily and abſolutely to inſiſt thereon : Nor doth the ſaid Earl 
know or believe, that any Orders were ever ſent trom, or 
ö —— Her e of her Miniſters, to recede

ſiſted from making the utmoſt Efforts he could for obtaining 
it. And if, ſrom any Meaſures of the Catalans, or of His 
Imperial Majetty, or from any other Cauſe, Her Majeſty's 
Endeavours had not their fall effect, the ſai Earl conceives it 
cannot be imputed to any Neglect of Her Majeſty, or any 
Want of Duty in him the ſaid Earl. He believes, That 
about the Time in the {aid Article mentioned, His Imperial

If it proceed- 
ed from any Dependance upon the Declaration of Her Maje- 
ſy, to interpoſe her beſt Offices on their behalf, and the Pro- 
miles of the French King to join his Endeavours therein; be

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Inſtances ſhe made by her Miniſters, and in the moſt pathe- 
tick manner, to obtain for them the Privileges they deſir d. 
And that Her Majeſty, by her earneſt Interpoſition, did ob- 
tain a Grant and Confirmation to all the Inhabitants of 
Catalonia, of a perpetual Amneſty and Oblivion of all that 
was done in the Late War, the full Poſfeſſion of all their 
Eſtates and Honours, and a farther Grant of all their Privi- 
leges, which the Inhabitants of Both Caſtiles, who, of all 
the Spaniards, were moſt dear tothe King of Spain, enjoy'd, 
or might at any Time after have, or enjoy; whereby the 
Catalans, if they obtain'd not all the ancient Privileges they 
pretended to, receiv'd however, in Compenſation thereof, 
the Advantage of trading directly to the We## Indies, and 
other Privileges, to which they were never before intitled. 
And the Houſe of Peers, upon Conſideration of ſeveral Pa- 
pers laid before them, relating to this Affair, in parſaance of 
their Addreſs to Her Majeſty in that bebalf, expreſs'4 their 
utmoſt Thankfulneſs and Satisfaction for Her Majeſty's re- 
peated and earneſt Endeavours for preſerving to the Catalan 
the full Enjoyment of all their juſt and ancient Liberties, 
And it is probable Her Majeſty had prevail'd to obtain for 
them their ancient Privileges and Liberties, in the largeſt Ex- 
tent, if they had waited the Event of her gracious Interpoſi- 
tions in their Favour, and not determined to carry on the 
War by themſelves, againſt King Philip, after the Emperor 
had fign'd the Convention for evacuating their Ccuntry ; 
which incens'd the King of Spain in the higheſt degree, a 

was look'd upon by him as the moſt obſtinate Rebellion, 
However. the ſaid Earl ſaith, He never amus'd the Catalans 
with any Expectations whatſoever, nor in Ly degree contri- 
buted to engage them in any obſtinate Defence againſt the

of hichſelt, _ the Particulars contain d in that Charge, 
is, and muſt be attended. Moſt of the Articles with which 
: frands charg'd, relate entirely to the Negotiations of the 


eace lately concluded at Utrecht; he doubts not but Your 

ordihips will confider, that he muſt of neceffity be under 

reat Difficulties, in giving a fall and particular Account of 

ch a great Variety of Facts as are contain d in theſe Arti 
cles; that ſeveral of thoſe Facts concern Tranfactions with 
the Miniſters of Foreign States, who carmot be produced as 
Witneffes in his Defence, be their Teſtimony never fo mate- 
rial; that many Steps and Proceedings in arr Aﬀait of this 
Nature. where the Intereſts of ſeveral Parties, not only ſe- 
parate from, but ſome of them aſſo conttary to each other, 
Are to be adjuſted, do require great Secrecy and Addreſs in 
2 Management. And that in Treaties between Enemies, 
uch Terms are often propoſed, and ſuch Arguments afed, as 
carry a Different Appearance from the real Intentions of thoſe 
that treat: Upon which Accounts it maſt be very difficult to 
fer cry thing that paſt in the Late Negotiations, with re- 
d co the Enemp, and to the Allies, in a clear Light, and to 
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Knowledge ſbe had of thei Seco 27 Alias at home. of the 
Advances made towards Peace from abroad, and of the Com- 
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mands which ſhe at ſeveral Times laid on her Servants, {had 
been the beſt, and indeed could be the only competent Judge, 
whether ſhe was fraudulently dealt with, led, by ill Ad- 
vice, into Meaſures which the did not direct and approve, or 
made any Inſtrument of ſacrificing the Intereſts of her King» 
doms to the Enemy. Ir is with great Grief that he finds 
ſuch things ſuggeſted, as ſeem to lay a Stain upon the Chara- 
Rer of ſo excellent a QUEEN, wboſe Memory, he is conſi- 
dent, will be for ever dear tothis Country. And therefore 
he takes lea e, in the moſt folemn manner, to afſure Your 
Lord(hips, that as far as he knows, or can remember, every 
thing relating to the Tranſactions of Peace, was communi- 
cated to Her Late Majeſty, and maturely conſider'd by her, 
before any thing was determin'd thereupon, nor was any Step 
taken, but in purfuance of ſuch Determination. As to the 
Peace in general. he the ſaid Earl thinks he has very good 
Reaſon to ſay, That the Queen had nothing more at Heart, 
than to procure ſo great a Bleſſing for her People; and that 
hen it was obtain d, ſhe had this Satis ſaction in her ſelf, that 
ſhe had taken the moſt proper Meaſures to juſtify her Con- 
duct, both toward her Allies and toward her own Subjects: 
For upon a Review of Her Majeſty's whole Proceeding, in 
relation to War and Peace, he believes it will appear, and 
hath in part appear d, by the Anſwer of the ſaid Earl to the 
faid Articles, that as Her Majeſty enter'd further into the 
War than ſhe was oblig'd by any Treaties, ſubſiſting at the 
Time of her Acceſſion to the Throne, ſo ſhe contributed 
more Men and Money towards carrying it on afterwards, 
than ſhe was engag'd to provide by any ſubſequent Treaties. 
That her earneſt Deſires of Peace being twice fruſtrated, 
when fuch Conditions might have been obtain d, as would 
have fully anſwer'd the Ends for which the War was at - 
firſt declar'd : That all our Succeſſes ani Victories ending 
in the annual Increaſe of the Charge of England, without any 
further Aſſiſtance from her Allics ; and her Kingdoms being 
exhauſted to ſuch a Degree (notwithſtanding the great Au- 
vantages obtain'd by her Arms) that ſhe was not able to conti- 
nue the War upon the Foot it then ſtood, one Year 170 
whilſt her Allies reſus d to continue it upon thoſe equal Con- 
dit ions, to which 1 by Treaties oblig d: She was at 
laſt conſt rain d, in Compaſũion to her People, to hearken — 
es” | q 
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the Overtures'of Peace then made her from France, without 
1 farther on the vain Hopes of gaining more Advanta- 
eous Terms, by protracting the War a Year longer: She 
had carry'd'it on for ſome Time under that Proſpect, without 
reaping the Benefits propoſed, even at Junctures that ſeem d 
moſt favourable to her Demands, and to the P retenſions of 
her Allies; ſhe had indeed, by that means, raisd the Glory: * 
of her Arms, but ſhe could not think this a ſufficient Recom- 
pence for the increaſing Miſeries of her People, and there- 
fore reſolv'd to lay bold of the Opportunity that offer d to 
her, of ending the War by a Peace, if it might be obtain'd 
ypon Terms every way Juſt, Safe, and Honourable; and 
thoſe who were then employ'd in Her Majeſty's Councils, 
thought themſelves oblig'd to ſecond her good Intentions in 
this Caſe, and to obey her Commands with all Readineſs. 
The ſaid Earl preſumes, on this Occaſion, to mention the 
Saying of as Wiſe a Man, and as Great a General, as the 
Laſt Age produced, the Duke of Parma, when France was in 
a far Lower Condition than now, being almoſt equally divi- 
ded between TWo contending Parties, and Spain was at the 
Heigth of its Glory, and he himſelf at the Head of a Spaniſh 
Army, 9 One of thoſe Parties, after Paris it elf 
had ſieg d by the Other, it was his Opirion (and the 
Advice he gave to His Majeſty, the King of Spain, was 
grounded upon it) That if France were to be got only by reducing 
its Tonns, the World would be © fooner at an End than ſuch a 
War. The Queen ſeem'd, at this Time, with better Reaſon 
to frame the like Judgment; and it was therefore her Plea- 
ſure, and a great Inſtance (as the ſaid Earl conceives) of her 
Wiſdom and Goodneſs, to think of ſecuring a Peace while 
the ſeem'd able to carry on the War, ber Armies being full 
and numerous, and before the Exhauſted Condition of her 
Kingdums, and the 1 on her Side, of maintain-/ 
ing ſo diſproportioned an Expence, was diſcover'd by ber. 
Enemies. At this Juncture the Queen enter d upon a Nego- 
tiation of Peace, with Circumſtances of great Honour to her 
ſelf, France applying to her firſt on this Account, previouſſy 
owning her Title, and acknowledging the — * af the 
Proteſtant Succeſſion, two Chief Grounds upon which the De- 
clarat ion of the Laſt War was built. As to the Allies, it was 
conducted in the ſame manner as all Treaties * Con- 
edet acies 
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federacies have ever been, and according to the known Laws 


of Nations in ſuch Caſes; the Firſt Motion, and the ſeveral 
Steps of it, as falt as they ripen'd into Propoſals fit for Conſi- 
deration, being, without Delay, communicated to the Srates 
General. By the Terms of this Peace, as all Reaſonable Satiſ- 
faction and Security, due to any of the Allies, by Treaty, 
were obtain d for them by the Queen, and their Jui* Preten- 
fions effectually ſupported ; io larger Advantages were 
actually procur'd for Great Britain in particular, than ever 
had been demanded before, in any Treaty and Negotiation 
between this and _ other Foreign State. The ſaid Earl 
craves Leave, on this Occaſion, to appeal to Your Lordſhips, 
whether all the Ends for which the War was enter d into, 


have not, by this Treaty, been MN Whether it 


does not appear by the Belt of Proofs, Experience, that the 
Ki of France and Spain, are, by the Conventions of 
this Treaty, moſt . arated 7 And whether an 
other Expedient could have been ſo ſueerſiful to this Purpole, 
as that whereby it is now bappily brought about ? Whether 
the Ballance of Power in Exrgpe be not now upon a better 
Foot than it has been for an Hundred Years paſt ? Whether 
the Advantages that bave accrued to Great Britain, 42 
Treaty, do not appear, and have not appeared, in the 
rity of the Proteſtant Succeſſion, and in His Majeſty's peace- 
able Acceſſion to the Throne, with the univerſal Applauſe of 
his Subjects; in the Additions made to our Wealth, by the 
great Quantities of Bullion lately coin d at the Mint; by the 
_ valt Increafe of Shipping, employ d ſince the Peace, in the 
Fiſhery, and in Merchanaize ; and by the remarkable Riſe of 
the Cuſtoms upon Import, and of our Manufacture, and the 
Growth of our Country, upon Export. For the Proof of 
which Particulars he refers himſelf to thoſe Offices and Books 
wherein an Authentick Account of them is contained, And 
as the Terms of the Peace were, in theſe, and other Reſ- 
s, manifeſtly profitable to Great Hritain ;, lo the ſaid Earl 
gs Leave humbly to remind Your Lordſhips, that they 
were communicated to the Parliament, and, with their Con- 
carrence, agreed un: That the Peace, thus concluded, was 
afterwards) highly approv'd by both Houſes; that folewn 


banks were render d to God tor it in all our Churches, as 


well as in the Churches of the United Provinces; 832

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her Majeſty received on this Subject, the hearty and un- 
feigned Congratulations of her People from all Parts of her 


Dominions. 
Theſe being the real Effects, and this a true Repreſenta- 


tion of her Majeſty's Conduct, in the Affairs both of War 
and Peace; the ſaid Earl fees not how he, or any others, 
then in ber Majeſty's Service, can be juſi ly charg'd with be- 
traying the Intereſts of their own Country, and of the Al- 
lies, by negotiating and promoting that Peace, which then 
Was, and (as he has good Grounds to believe) ſtift continues 
to be very acceptable and advantageons to theſe Kingdoms 3 
and if the Peace it ſelf be not condemned, and it be not e- 
ven cha»ged upon the ſaid Earl as a Crime, that he adviſed 
her Majeſty to conclude that Peace, (neither of which ap- 
pear to him from the ſaid Articles,) he humbly conceives it 
15a particular and extraordinary Hardſhip upon him, that 
rough Draughts and Eſſays towards a Peace, with other Pre- 
liminary Steps in a Negotiation, all leading to an End which 
he looks upon to be juſt and profitable, and which is not in 
any of the Articles alledg d to be otherwiſe, ſhould be 
brought into ſo many diſtinct Heads of Accuſation againſt 
him. For ſuppoſing, that in the proceſs of ſo nice and diffi- 
cult on Affair, ſubject to divers unforeſeen Obſtructions and 
Events, any improper Steps had been taken, which the ſaid 
Earl dot h not admit, but altogether on bis part denies, yet 
il Things were at laſt conducted to a right Iſſue, and ended 
in an honourable and advantageous Peace, there can be (as 
he conceives) no juſt Ground to find fault with the Meaſures 
made uſe of to compals it, becauſe they ſeem'd before the 
Accompliſhment to bave a different Tendency; eſpecially if 
it be conſidered, that ſcarce any Peace hath becn inade by a 
Confederacy, where leſs Occaſion was adminiltred for Jea- 
louſy among the ſeveral Parties, and leſs Reaſon given to 
complain, that every Nicety required, by the Letter of 
ſuch an Alliance, was not ſtrictly obſerv'd; and therefore 
he humbly hopes, that no Steps taken for obtaining a Peace, 

approv'd by the Wiſdom of former Parliaments, ſal} by 
any fucceeding Parliament be accounted Criminal, unleſs it 
can be made appear that thoſe Steps were taken contrary to 
the Queen's Orders, or upon corrupt Views of private Ad- 
vantage; but that no 9 is Nature cau be — 
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good againſt bim, he preſumes to affirm, with _m aſſurance 
nor does he know of any other Perſons juſtly chargeable 
upon either of theſe Accounts, And as a farther Proot, that 
thoſe who ha i the Honour to ſerve ber Majeſty in the Ne 
gotiations of Peace, acted with upright Views and Intenti- 
ons, and without being conſcious to themſelves of any failure 
in their Duty, either to their Queen, or their Country: 
The ſaid Earl craves leave to obſerve to _ Lordſhips, 
That they never attempted to cover their Actions from pub- 
lick Cenſure, by any Pardon or Indemnity, tho' they had 
very good Reaſon to believe, that had they juiged, ar ima- 
in d themſelves to have wanted ſuch Security, it might (thro? 
the Goodneſs of the Queen) have eaſily been obtain d. Nor 
can he think it an Obſervation unfit to be made, that in few 
of the Articles which concern the Negotiations of Peace, 
the Charge is founded on any Breach of the Laws of Great 
Britain, but it is in moſt of them built chiefly on the 22 
Infraction of certain Treaties and Alliances with foreign 
Princes or States; and he conceives that ſuch lufractions of 
blick Treaties, where they do not particularly affect the 
ntereſts of Great Britain, 7 4 by the Laws of 
Nations only, and not by thoſe of the Realm, are not wont 
to be examined into here at home, and proſecuted as Crimi- 
nal, but upon the Complaint of ſome Prince or State, pre- 
tending by that means to be injur d, and lodging ſuch . 
_ plaint in ſome reaſonable time with the Prince, by the Ad- 
vice of whoſe Miniſters and Servants ſuch Injury is ſuppoſed 
to have been done; but he knows not that any ſuch Steps 
have been taken fince the Peace, by any of the Powers 
concern'd ; on the contrary he believes that all the Allies, 
except the Emperor and Empire, made their Peace with the 
Enemy at the ſame time the Queen did, and that none of 
them did aſterwards complain to her Majeſty (who ſurviv d 
the ſaid Peace a Year and-almoſt four Months) of any Hard- 
ſhips impos'd upon them init. That the Princes of the Em-

ing, on his Account, upon impoſſible Conditions; eſpeciall 
when no Proviſion was made, or offer'd to be made, to 57 
imburſe her Majeſty any part of thoſe vaſt Sums ſhe had al- 
ready expended in ſupport of his Pretenſions, whilſt he 
_ fail'd of ſupplying his Quota, almoſt in every part of the 
War, notwithſtanding his new and great Acquiſitions. But 
whether the Emperor, or any other of the Allies had any 
juſt Ground of laint or not, ſtill the ſaid Earl pre: 
ſumes to inſiſt, that it ought to have been ſignifyed to the 
Queen, who upon ſuch Complaint, bad ſhe found any of her 
Servants juſtly blameable, as diſobeying her Orders, or miſ- 
leading her by their Advice, into unjuſtifiable ani diſhonour- 
able Meaſures, might have puniſh'd them forthwith as their 
Offences deſerv'd; but nothing of this kind having been 
done, he humbly leaves it to be conſider d by your Lordſhips, 
whether the Silence of the Powers concern'd, doth not car 
init a ſtrong Preſumption, either that they had no real an 
juſt Ground of Complaint, in relation to the Terms of the 
Peace it ſelf, or at leaſt did not look upon the Miniſters of 
the Quan as any ways liable to blame on that Account; and 
therefore he muſt again beg leave to expreſs to Your Lord- 
ſhips his Concern, that he ſhould be Fury as a Criminal, 
by the Laws of this Land, for ſappoſed Breaches of Trea- 
ties with Foreign States, which never were complained of, as 
ſuch, by the States themſelves, during the Life of ber Ma- 
jeſty.

dice to the States, it was as lawfal for her to negotiate this 
Matter without communicating it originally, and in the firſt 
Riſe of it to them, as it was for her and the States to con- 
cert their mutual Intereſts together, without the immediate 
and expreſs Participation of the other Allies, which being 
known to be done without a Deſign to defeat any of the 
main Ends of the Alliance, was never complain'd of by any 
of the Confederates. And as for the Matters concerted pre- 
viouſly with France for the particular Intereſt of England 
without the original Intervention of Holland, the States 
were ſo far from proteſting againſt ber Majeſty's Meaſores, 
and condemning her Conduct in this Reſpect, that their 
Miniſter proffer'd ſeveral times in their Name to have led 
the Way, in the moſt difficult Part of the whole Negotiati- 
on to have done his utmoſt to facilitate the Concluſio n 
of it, provided his Maſters might bave a Share in the Aſſi- 
ento Contract and Trade to the Spaniſh Weſt-Indies, one of

HE Court is latisfy'd beyond Expreſſion 
with the Queen of England and her Mi- 
niſters, They are, in a particular manner, very 
well pleas d with the Earl of Srrafford, who, by 
his good Conduct, has, in ſome Meaſure, en- 
gag d or forc'd the States of Holland to conſent 
to the Conferences. We had ſome Time been 
under an Apprehenfion, that the Earl of Oxford 
could not put in Execution his good Intentions 
for Peace, by Reaſon of the Reluctancy their 
High Mightineſſes ſhew'd to enter into a Nego- 
tiation, without the previous Conſent of the 
Emperor, and of a powerſul Party which has 
beed form'd in the Parliament, againſt the Preli- 
minarics : Wherefore we are aſſur d that the 
King had ſent a truſty Perſon to the Earl of 
Oxford, to offer him all manner of Aſſiſtance in 
Caſe of Neceſſity. But there is arriv'd here 
from London a Perſon, whoſe Name is not yet 
well known (tho' he is ſaid to be either Mr. 
Prior or Mr. Cole) who has not only afſur'd the 
King, That the Queen remain'd firm to her En- 
ements, but alſo that there was nothing more 
Ye fear'd, fince the Hollanders had conſented 
to the Congreſs; and as for the Parliament, 
that it would be prorogued, in Caſe the 
Majority were againſt a Peace; which, how- 
ever, there was no Ground to believe. In ſhort 
every thing has ſncceded-beyond our Hopes, and 
we reckon that the Peace will be concluded be- 
fore the Month of March. We beliey'd hither- 
to that we muſt have had Pedee by the Canal of 
the Dutch; but their Sullenneſs has been very 
advantageous to us. People exclaim, with great 
Bitterneſs, againſt the Stiffneſs they ſhew'd in 
the Negotiations begun with them; and, in — 
ticular, 
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ticular, very much diſſatisfied with the Great 
Penſionary; but their being mortificd to ſuch a 
Point, by the Earl of Strafford, as to be obliged 
to admit us upon ſo advantageous Conditions, 
cauſes here an unexpreſſible Joy. | 

On the other Hand, we receive this further 
Advantage from it, that we have thereby found 
Means to raiſe Funds for the next Campaign, 
the Diſcounts upon the Bills, Rents, and other 
Aſſignments, having falleu 34 per Cent. T here- 
fore I leave you to juige whether we have not 
Reaſon to rejoice, and to cry Victory; ſince we 
are inform'd that, in Englaud there bas been no 
Conſiderable Alteration in the publick Funds. 
What a Mortification muſt this be for the 
Whigs, ſince, at the Time it was moſt in their 
Power to compaſs their Ends, and reap ſo happi- 
ly the Fruits of their Victories, they ſee their 
Hopes vaniſh'd into Smoke, As for the Allies, 
they ſhall find us eaſy enough, provided King 
Philip be left in Poſſeſſion of Spain and the - 
Indies.. But, if, contrary to our Expectation, a 
Peace ſhould not be made, We have however 
got this Advantage, That all our Funds for the 
next Campaign are ready provided ; which could 
not have been done without great Difficulty, but 
for this Negotiation. Our Ambaſſadors are to 
ſet out for Utrecht the 15th Initant.

Principal Share in making the Peace. And, 
"Thirdly, This Confideration will oblige the Al- 
lies, eſpecially the Emperor and Empire, to 
make their utmoſt Efforts to carry on the War, 
which may leſſen our Yearly Expences, in pro- 
portion to their augmenting theirs. 

And here I can by no means agree with the 
common Notion, That the preſent Miniſtry can- 
not ſupport themſelves without a Peace; for, on 
the contrary, Jam of Opinion, that nothing can 
more firmly fix them, than he carrying on the 
War a Tear or two longer, till a Tryal be made 
how far the Emperor will exert himſelf for the

tive. But thoſe who wiſh well both to the Mi- 
niſtry and to Great Britain, avoid both Extremes

The making ſo many Barons at one Daſh 

is, by the moſt Undiſcerning, look d upon as too 
hep a Reſentment of the late Judgment ot the 
Peers in relation tothe Duke of Hamiltons Sit-

en 
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Men of Clearer Notions, as a fix d Deſign to get 
a Majority in the Houſe of Lords, in order to 
procure the unanimous Ratification of both 
Houſes, of a Treaty already agreed on, and ſhortly 
to be concluded in a formal Congreſs; and by ma- 
ny, as a bold Advance to more Siniſter Deſighs. 
' Waving the (I hope) Ill: grounded Surmiſes of 
the Laſt, it ought to be obſerv'd, that even many 
of the beſt Friends to Monarchy, in the City, 
could not forbear to expreſs both their Wonder- 
ment at this Counſel, and their Dread of its 
Conſequences ; and tho' the ſame was, at firſt, 
look d upon as a ſure Sign of an approaching 
Peace, and thereupon occaſion d a ſmall Riſing in 
the Stocks, yet, upon a nearer Inſight into the 
Matter, it caus d them to fall lower than before. 

To this we may add, the Diſguſt this n4merous 
Creation has given to the Old Nobility; inſomuch 
that a Conſultati n is ſaid to have been held on 
Sunday laſt, wherein it was propos d, either not to 
admit theſe new Peers, or to proteſt againſt their 
being made to ſerve a Turn, during the Sitting of 
Parliament, as contrary to the old Conſtitution, 
and an Encroachment upon the Legiſlature. It ei- 
ther of theſe be attempted, it will be a Point of 
extreme Nicety for thoſe at the Helm, to carry 
things fo fair and even between the Crows and 
the Peerage, as to prevent a Contention, which, 
at this tickliſn Juntare, may be attended with 
the moſt Fatal Conſequences. 

On the other Hand, it is to be apprehended 
that tho? the Lords ſhould purſue neither of theſe - 
two violent Counſelt, yet ſome of the Court 
Peers may be ſo far diſguſted and ſtagger d by 
this new Creation, as to be eaſily drawn over to 
the oppoſite Party. In which Caſe the Deſians 
of the Miniſtry would be entirely baffled ; their 
Policy expos'd ; and their Fall almoſt inevitable. 

What may bc done, either to take off the 
Edge of the Diſguſts or Iealouſies occaſion d by 
_ Creation, or to prevent any Dangers it may 
threaten, muſt be left to the Wiſdom of thoſe at

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I ſhall, however, preſume to offer, that, in 


order to obtain thele Ends, it were adviſeable

and Abhorrence, deny, that he was in the leaſt devoted to 
the Intereſt or Service of the French King, or that he ever 
acted in Defiance of any of the ſaid Treaties, or of the Ad- 
vice of Parliament, or of any Declarations of Her Majelty 
from the Throne, or of Her Aſſurances to the States Gene- 
ral to act in Concert with them in making PEACE as in 
making WAR, or of Her Inſtructions to him undet; Her 
Sign Manual. The ſaid Earl admits, That as he was a 
Privy Counſellor, it was his Duty truly to have adviſed 
Her Majeſty in all Matters treated of in Council while he 
was preſent, and had any Thing fo treated of, appeared to 
him to have been to the Diſhonour of Her Majeſty, or to 
the Prejudice to Her People, the ſaid Earl wou'd not have 
been wanting to adviſe againſt, and with all Humility to 
oppoſe the ſame; but as he was Her Maiclty's Ambaſſador 
and Plenipotentiary, he look d upon himſelf as a Miniſte- 
rial Officer, whoſe Duty it was to purſue ſuch Inſtructiors 
as he ſhou'd from Time to Time receive; and ſince he cou d 
not doubt, but that all Orders ſent him by Her Majeſty's 
Directions, had been firſt maturely Weighed and Digeſted, 
He humbly apprebends Your Lord ſhips will think it had 
n ton great a Preſumption in him to advi'e againſt, or 
o>pole ſuch Orders, which carry d not in themſelves any 
apparent lilegality, when he knew not the Springs or Rea- 
ſons of them, and which therefore it became bim to believe 
well warranted, and to have proceeded from juſt and ro- 
per "Grounds and Motives. | 
An4 the ſaid Earl ſaith, he was ſo far from Adviſing or 
Exhorting that any Private, Separate, Diſhonourable, or 
Deſtructive Negotiation of Peace, ſhou'd be continued or 
carry'd on between the Miviſters of Great Britain, and 
France, without Communication thereof to her Majelty's 
Allies, according to their Treaties, or from being Inſtru- 
mental in promoting any ſuch Negociation, as in the ſaid 
Article is charg d, that he did not know or beligve, that 


any ſuch Negotiation was entred into, and for a plain rela- 
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tion of the fail Earl's Proceeding in this Affair, he faith, 


that about Hay 1711, being her Majeſty's Ambaſſador 
and Plenipotentiary, he receiv'd from one of her Princi- 
1 State, a Paper ſuppoſs d to be ſign d by 
Monſieur Torcy, containing ſome Propoſals for ſetting on 
Foot a Negociation of Peace, with Orders to communi- 
cate the ſame to the Penſionary of Holland, that his Senti- 
ments might be known thereupon, and to aſſure that Mi- 
niſter and others of that Republick, that the Queen was 
relolv'd in making Peace, as in making War, to act in 
Concert with the >tates. In purſuance of which Or ders 
he the ſaid Earl did immediately communicate the ſaid 
Propoſals to the Penſionary, and unto two others of the 
States General, who had formerly been employ'd in the 
Negociati ms at Gerrruydenberg, and whom the /cnſionary 
ht the moſt _ to be entruſted with that matter; 
and they having confider'd the ſaid Propoſals, 114 pray the 
ſaid Earl to return her Majeſty Thanks, in the Name of 
the States, for her Confidence in them, declar'd 
themſelves weary of the War, and ready to 
join in any Meaſures her Majeſty ſhou d think proper 
for obtaining a good Peace, and that they buped her Ma- 
jeſty wou d bring the French to explain more particularly 
the ſeveral Points contain d in the above ment ion'd Propo- 
fals. Of this the ſaid Earl ſent an Account to her Maje- 
ſty's Secretary of State, and ſoon after recciv d her Com- 
mands to repair to England, and on his Arrival here, ac- 
quainted ber Majeſty with his Proceedings at the Hague, 
but being by her Gracious Permiſſion allo d to follow 
ſome private Affairs of his own, he was often in the

French K. prop os d ſuch acknowledgment ſhou'd not de be- 
fore the Signing of the Peace, nor doth be conceive how the 
Propoſal before the entring into the Negociations of Peace, 
indefinitely to acknowledge the Queen, and the ſubſequent 
Conceſſion to 40 ſo at the Signing of the Peace, in what 
manner her #7;rannick Majcity lhou'd pleaſe, doth neceſ- 
ſarily inferr, that he wou d not do it ſooner, nor are there 
in any of the Propoſitions from the French King, any Ne. 
tive Words that he won'd not do it ſooner, as intimated 
this Article; And the ſaid Earl apprehends, that in "= 
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he did it ſooner, for when the Sieur MHeſnager came into 
Eneland, the ſaid Earl is inform'd, be brought with him 
2 Credential Letter from the French King, wherein ber 
Majeſty was ſtiled and acknowledged Queen of Crea 
Britain, and in the very firſt Offers and 1 Confe- 
rences at Urrecht, the French Miniſters named her Briran- 
zick Majeſty in ſuch direct manner, that the Miniſters of 
the Allies, took it for à plain and ſuffieient F 
the French Miniſters underſtood it in the ſame manner, 
who continued to name her Majeſty as Queen, without 
reſerve,in their Diſcourſe and Letters to her Majefty's Ple- 
ni potent iar ies, and altho* the ſaid Sprcifick Explanation 
may in ſome Part of it, ſeem to referr to a future 
Agnition, to prevent the Imperial and other Miniſters of 
the Allies, from inſiſting likewiſe on a preſent Acknow- 
ledgment of the Titles of their Maſters, which "might 
probably have put a ſtop to the Negociation; yet the Aid 
Earl conceives the Agnition of the Queen was not thereby 
the leſs manifeſt, and is humbly of Opinion, that her 
Majeſty was treated with Winsen ene Reſpect, 
in as much as thoſe Titles were given her throughout the 
whole Courſe of the Negociation, which had not been al- 
lowed on the like Occaſions to other Princes till the Con- 
cluſion of Peace. It is well known the Title of his late 
Majeſty King William, was not acknowledg'd at Ryſwick 
till that Peace was ſign'd, nor was the Emperor's or the 
King of Pruſſia's own'd during the late Negociations till 
the concluding their reſpective Trearies of Peace. When 
therefore the ſaid Earl had no Inſtructions to inſiſt upon a 
more formal Acknowledgment, he hopes he cannot be 
charge d with any want of Duty to her Majeſty, or want of 

Zeal for the Proteſtant Succeſſion, in not adviſing her 
Majeſty againſt treating with France, upon the Terms on 
which obe <nter'd into the Negociation at Utrecht. The 
ſaid Earl believes, the Houſe of Lords conctiving the 
French King had propos'd to acknowledge her Majeſty's 
Title to theſe Realms, no ſooner' than when the Peace 
ſhou'd be fign'd, did by their Addreſs of the 15th of Febru- 
ary 1711, with a commendable Zeal, repreſent to her late 
Majeſty, their juſt Indignation at ſuch diſhonoarable 
Treatment, and expreſs their Reſentment at ſuch Termsof 
Peace, offer d to her Majeſty and ber Allies, by the Ple- 
nipotentiar ies of Fravce, and it was agreeable to the pr 
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and Affection, that Auguſt Aſſembly always demonſtrated 
towards that Excellent Princeſs, to be tonched with the 
leaſt appearance or appreheaſion of Diſreſpect to her Sa- 


cred Perſon, and her Majeſty being ſenſible that their Ad- 


dreſs proceeded from thoſe Motives, was pleaſed to return 
them ber hearty Thanks for the Zeal they exprefv'd for 
her Honour; and the ſaid Earl admits, that in a Letter 
from a Secretary of State, to the then Lofd Privy Seal and 
himſelf, mention was made of the faid Addreſs, and 
thereppon they gave an Account of the Steps by them ta- 
ken on this Sabjce, to the following Effect. That the Da 
after the Receipt of that Letter, the French Plenipotenti- 
arics were told, that the deferring to make a formal Ani 
tion of the Queen at firlt, baving bad all the Effect inten- 
ia, it wou d be proper then to do it more formally, (for 
reaſons with which it was n:edlels to acquaint them) o- 
therwiſe it wou'd be neceſſ-ry. to inſcrt it in the Britiſh D. 
mands. That they made no other Difficulty in it but this, 
that having reported to their Court, how that matter had 
pals'd, they ought in Decency to give Account of what 
was then deſir d, and ſaid, they doubted not, in Ten or 
Twelve Days, to give entire Setisfaftion therein, gut be- 
ing preſs'd to do ſomething immediately, they agreed that 
if her Majeſties Plenipotentiaries wou'd write to them, 
they wou'd give an Anſwer, whereby the Queen ſhoy'd 
be directly acknowledg d, which was accordingly done, 
and the ſaid Ear} belicves, that a Copy thereof might be 
tranſm tted to England, but not the Origiual, and denies, 
that to his Knowledge, it was a Colloſive Letter, or that 
there was any Agreement between the Bririh and French 
Miniſters, not to make uſe of it at Utrecht, or not to have 
it taken as an Acknowliedgment by France, of the Queen's 
Title to the Crown, or tbat the Copy of it was tranſinic- 
ted with Deſign to deceive or impoſe upon the Queen or 
Parliament, nor doth be know or believe, it was made uſe 
of, for any ſuch Purpoſe. Buthe takes it to have been an 
attualAcknow ledgment of the Queen's Title by France, and a 
further Evi ſenceſthat ſuch Agnition was not deferr'd till the 
Signiog of the Peace, tho it was intended to be then made in 
a more o lemn manner; and the ſaid Earl believes, the Ho- 
nourable Houſe of Peers, for whole judgment, he cver had 
the bizheſt Vercration aud Regard, were ſatisſy d in this 
Point ice, by their Addrefs of the 19th of June fol lowing, 
| DON FED after 


after they had been acqusinted by her Majeſty's Speech 
from the Throne, with the Terms on Which a General 
Peace might be had, they thought fit to thank ber Majeſty 
for her Cond: ſcenſion therein, and did expreis their Re- 
lyance on her Wiſdom, to finiſh that great and good 
Work, as the Houſe of Commons alſo did, by their Ad- 
dreſs to her Majeſty about the ſame time, and the ſaid Earl 
is well aſſur da he was not wanting in bis Zeal and Regard 
for the Secufity of the Proreſtant Succeſſion, on which 
Head the Brun k plenipotentiaries at the very firſt General 
Conference with the French Miniſters at Utrecht, preſs'd 
their Explanation, and they agreed thereunto, and when 
the Allies deliver'd their reſpective Demands, the Queen's 
Miniſters on their part, inſiſted in ſuch manner on what 
related to the Security of the Succeſſion, that the Princeſs 
Sophia was pleas d to Honour them with a Letter of 
Thanks. and to acknowledge their Care of the Intereſt of 
her Family, nor were they leſs careful, at the Concluſion of 
the Treaty, to ſettle that important Point, with the at- 
moſt Exactneſs to the Satisfaction of the Queen and Court 
of Hinover, and both Houſes of Parliament, and the 
Articles for that Parpoſe, were not only conceived in 
ſtronger Terms than had been made uſe of at Ryſwick for 
acknowledging the then Settlement of the Crown, but be- 
fore they were inſerted in the Treaty, were communicated 
to the .iniftzr of the Elector, and had his Approbation, 
and the Manner of that Tranſaction ſeem d ſufficiently ja- 
ſtify's from the happy Effects. The (aid Earl abſolutely 
denies, that be di1 ever concert or agree with the Mini- 
ſters of France, that any Propoſals mention'd in the ſaid 
Article, or any other Propoſals whatſoever, ſhou'd be the 
Con ſitions whercon France ſheud treat of Peace with 
Great- Britain, nor deth he know, that the Queen, the 
Parliament, or the Nation, were in any Reſpect abus'd or 
drawn into Deſtructive Meaſures, or that any Step was 
taken on this Occaſion, whereby Diſhonous cou d accrue to 
Her Majeſty, or theſe Kingdoms, or any Danger to the 
Proteſt ant Suucrſſion. 
ANSWER to the Fourth Article. 

IN Anſwer to the Fourth Article, the ſaid Earl faith, 
that the Eiſhop of Hriſtol and bimſelf being appointed Her 
Majeſty's Plenipotentiaries, did ſoon after their Arrival at 
Utrecht, purſuant to their Inſtructions, begin by concer-

have the ſame Thing for themſelves in Oppoſition to each 
other- The Imperial Miniſters as well as the reſt acqui- 
eſc d in that Method: and at a following Conference it was 
further deſir d, that there ſhou'd be added to ſuch general 
Clauſe the Words, in Conformity to their Alliances, with 
which the ſaid Eiſhop and Earl, as well as the others, moſt 
readily comply d, and theſe Words were accordingly ad- 
ded to the ral Clauſe in each of the Allies Demands, 
- which ſeem'd to give a general Satisfaction, and there was 
nothing further at that Time inſiſted on, In Conſequence 
of this Agreement, it was the general Expectation, that 
the Demand relating to Hain and the Weſt- Indies, ſhou d 
be particularly inſer ted only in the Inſtrument to be given 
in by the Imperial Miniſters, Eut there having been a Day 
long before fixt for delivering in to the French, all the De- 
mands of the Allies, the Imperialiſts, the very Night pre- 
ceeding, at a Conference propos d, that all the Allies ſhou d 
mention Spain and the Weſt-/ndres likewile in their ſeveral 
Demands. This cauſed a general Surprize, and none but 
the Miniſters of Portugal concurr'd with them, and thoſe 
of the Sate in particular declar'd, the faidDominions ought 
to be demanded by them whom it did immediately concern, 
and that the Methud Things had been put into cou d not 
ſuffer it to be otherwiſe. But the next Morning, to give 
Content to the lmperialiſts, they yielded to make a verbal 
Declaration among the Allies, that they were reſolv'd to 
make good all their Treaties on Occaſion of this War, 5 
We 
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well as thoſe that related to Spain, as thoſe made with 
Portugal, Pruſſia, Savoy, and others. The Britiſh Plenipo- 
tentiaries likewiſe to give the like SatisfaRtion declar 
blickly at the Conferences the ſame Day, that as H 
ajeſſy infiſted for a Juſt and Reaſonable Satisfaction 
for all Her Allies in Conformity to all Her Alliances, 
thoſe that might concern Spain and the Indies were 
onder ſtood thereby. as well as others that concern d the In- 
tereſt of the reſt of the Allies, wherewith the Auſtriau and 
Portugal Miniſters ſeem'd * nor did they requeſt a- 
ny Thingfurther from the ſaid Biſhop and Earl on that 
Head, and therefore, hehambly apprehends, that in the 
Negociation he neither declin'd to inſiſt, chat Spain and 
the Weſt- Indie: ſhou'd not be alotted to the Houſe of Baur - 
bon, as far as his Inſtructions directed him to act in Concert 
with the reſt of the Allies, nor refus d to joyn with the 
Imperial and Yortugal Miniſters, or either of them to ſtreng- 
then that Demand in ſuch Manner as was proper; but in 
this and all other Matters he purſa'd with Conſtancy the 
Orders he from Time to Time receiv'd from Her Majeſty, 
as the Nature and Circumſtances of Things wou'd give 
Leave, and in Caſe Her late Majeſty found it impracticable 
to perſiſt in Her firſt Deſigns of gaining Spain and the Wef- 
Indies from the Houſe of Bourbon, and thought other Ex- 
pedients for preventing the Union of the Two Monar- 
chies of Spain and France might as well anfwer the Ends of 
her ſeveral Alliances, and did th-r:upon enter into other 
Meaſures for obtaining a General Peace, in which Her Al- 
lies concurr'd, the faid Earl hopes, that his conforming 
himſelf to the Meaſures not only preſcrib'd by Her Majeſty, _ 
whoſe Miniſter he was. and whom it was his Duty to obey, 
bat alſo approv'd by both Houſes of Parliament, will net 
be eſteem'd an acting in D-fiance of the Treaties between 
Her Majeſty and Her Allies, in Contempt of the Advice or 
Opinion of Parliament, or in Violation of his InſtraQions; 
and he cannot entertain ſach Diffidenee of Your Lord ſhips 
Juſtice and Goodneſs, as to ſuſpect that bis Actions which 
oceeded from a Principle of Obedience to his Soverci 
and Zeal for the publick Service, ſhou'd be condemn'd as 
rfidious or unwarrantable. And the ſaid Earl denies, that 
by any of his Practices, 5 or Diſcords were 
crea- 
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Created between Her Majeſty and Her Allies, the mutual 
Confidence between them was diſſoiv'd, the Juſt Ballance 
of Power in Europe betray d, or an Advantage given to the 
Common Enemy to impoſe what Terms of Peace he ſhou'd 
think fit upon Her Majeſty, or any of the Confederates. 


| ANSWER to the Fifth Article. 

IN Anſwer to the Fifth Article, the ſaid Earl doth ac- 
knowledge, That Her late- Majeſty in Her Speech from 
the Throne on the Seventh Day of December, 171 1, ba- 
ving acquainted ber Parliament, that both Time and Place 
were appointed for Opening a Treaty of Peace, di i, at the 
ſame Time, remind them that the beſt Way to make a Treaty 
effectual, wou d be to make early Proviſion for the Cam- 
paign, and believes Supplies were granted, and Magazines 
provided for that End. But the ſaid Earl ſaith, that at 
the Time in the ſaid Article for that Purpoſe mention'd, he 
Was not inform d of any reaſonable Proſpect the Confede- 
rates then had of gainivg new Conqueſts over the Army of 
France, nor doth he believe that the Confederate Army at 
that Time was the ſtrongeſt that had becn in the Service 
during the whole Courſe of the War, but upon the Inſor- 
mations he receiv'd at the Hague about the 19th and 3oth of 
April, 17:2, he underſtood that the French were better 
poſted than the Confederates, and their Army ſtronger, and 
that the Confederate Forces cou'd not march to ſurprize the 
French in their Lines till they had green Forrage, which 
cou'd not be up in 3 Weeks at foonelt, and that the French 
Bad all their Troops, and the Confederates wanted great 
Part of theirs, eſpecially the /mperialiſts, who, 'twas 
thought, cou d not, and, in Fact, did not jorn the Army till 
about a Month after; and the (aid Earl conceiving the 
Treaty of Pe-ce in ſo great Forwardneſs, that by a con- 
ſtant Application of the Pleni tiaries, it might pro 
bably be brought to a Concluſion in a Month's Time, he 
did, opon theſe Conſiderations apprehend it won'd not 
have been any Diſſervice to the Common Czuſe, if a Ceſ- 
ſation of Arms for a Month had then been agreed on, du- 
ring Which Time, the Negociation might have been ended 
one Way or other, and he believes that according to bis 
Duty he might about that Time in a Letter to Her Maje- 
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ſty's Secretary of State ſend an Account of the Poſture and 
Condition of the Two Armies; but denies, that he took 
upon him to counſel or adviſe on that Subject, bur only pro- 
'd the Matter for further Deliberation in England, if 
upon thoſe or other Accounts. ſuch a ſhort Ceſſation ſhoud 
be thought nec: ſſary; mach leſs 411 he then, or at any o- 
ther Tine ſuggeſt or adviſe any Ceſſation of Arms to be 
made with France, without, or again't the Conſent of the 
Allies, or with D:ſign to diſappoint any juſt Expectation 
they might have, or to give Succeſs to any ſecret or wic- 
| ked Negociation whatſoever : And he is not yet ſenſible, 
that a Cæſſation for a Month at that Time cou d have been 
any Hindrance or Prejudice to the Cauſe of the Allies, or 
have given the leaſt advantage to the Enemy, How- 
ever. inFaR, noCeſſation was male upon his ſaid Letter. The 
ſaid Earl ſaith, he doth not know or believe, that in Par- 
ſuance of any Counſel or Advice given by him, any Direc- 
tions were 2 to Her Majeſty's General in Flies to a- 
void engaging in any Siege, or hirding a Battle; nor 
was he privy to the ſending any ſuch Directions, and he de - 
nies, that he adviſed Her late Majeſty to ſend any Perſon, 
much le(s himſelf from Enzlz d to the Army in Fan lers to 
cauſe a Ce ſſation of Arms to be made or proclaim'd between 
Her Majeſty and the French Army, but acknowledges, 
that he being Her A Ambaſſudor, She was pleas'd 
to give him Orders and Inſtructions under Her Sign Manual 
dated the 21ft of June, 1712, whereby he was commanded 
to make all poſſible Diſpatch to the Army in the Lm · Coun- 
tries, and upon his Arrival there to inform Her General 
and Commander in chief of the Reſolutions taken iu the 
then Imoortant conjunctare of affaics, and alſo to declare, 
to the Generals and Comman lers ia chici of the Foreign 
Troops in Her Mijeſty Pay, and in the j uint Pay of Her 
Majcity and the States General, With how much Surprixe 
Her Mijeſty heard there was the le il Doubt of their Obeying 
ſuch Orders as they ſhou d receive from Her ſaid General, 
and like ſe Commmding the ſaid Earl to continue with the 
ſaid Army till the Afiir of the Suſoenſion of Arms and the 
Sarrender of Dankirk mu d:term:n'd one Way or other, and 
that thereupon he reſorted to the Higue, and there in Coa- 
junction with his Colleague, the then Lord Biſhop of Briſtol, 
ac-

acquainted the States General with Her Majeſty's Intentions 


for a ſhort Ceſſ ation of Arms between the Armies in the Ve- 
therlands, certain conditions to be perform'd by France, 
one of which was thedurrendry of Durkirk intoHer Majeſty $ 
poſſeſſion, invitiug theSrates to joynwithHer Majeſty therein; 
after this the ſaid Earl proceeded to the Army, and acted 
onformably to his ſaid Inſtructions, and hopes, that what 
was the Performance of his Duty will not be imputed to 
him as a Crime. But the ſaid Ear! denies, that any Ceſſa- 
tion or Separation of the Troops was executed or perform'd 
by his advice, nor was he otherwiſe concern'd therein, than 
in ſignifying the Orders he had in Command from Her Ma- 
jeſty to Her General, and he believes, from the beſt Judg- 
ment he can make upon the then Situation of Affairs, 
that if the Ceſſation that was made by Her Majeſty had deen 
enerally comply d with by the reſt of the rmy, it wou'd 
— encreas d the Confidence between Her Majeſty and 
Her Allies, and have oblig'd the French King more ſpeedily 
to comply with their Demands in the Negociations of Peace : 
And tbat the moſt promiſing Expectatious from the Opera- 
tions of the Campaign, during thoſe two Months for which 
the Ceſſation was to continue, cou'd not equal the advan- 
tage accruing to the Confederates by the Surrender of the 
Fortreſs of Dunkirk, which was put into Her 
Majeſty's Hands as one of the Conditions of it.

IN Anſwer to the Sixth Article, the faid Earl not admit- 
ting, that be did adviſe or procure a Ceſſation of Arms, 
or obtain for France, any Separation of the Troops of 
Great Britain, from the Contederate Army, or was o- 
therwiſe concern'd therein, than as in bis Anſwer to the 
preceding Article is ſer forth, denies with a juſt Abhor- 
rence, that he ever had any treacherous Purpoſes, to ad- 
vance or promote the Intereſts of France, or to render 
any future Correſpondence or Harmony, between her 
late Majeſty and the States General impracticable, or to 


weaken or diſtreſs the ſaid States, or bring them under 
any Neceſſity of complying with, or ſubmitting to the 
Meaſurcs of France, Nor did, or doth be know _ 
1 , 65% , j | l ieve, 
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lieve, that the takingPoſſeſſiqn of Ghent and Brughes 2 
Britiſh Troops, was likely to produce any ſuch 

quence; on the contrary, he conceives, that it was very 
much for the Advantage of the Allies, eſpecially the States 
General, that the Engl:ſh Troops took Poſſeſſion of thoſe 
Towns, which wou'd otherwiſe, in all Probability, have 
falln into the Hands of the French. The faid Earl doth 
acknowledge, that when the Briciſh Troops were left by 
the other Forces, and ſeparated from them, and were un- 
der a Neceſfity of retiring to ſome Place of Security; 
and it was reported, that the Dutch bad given Orders, to 
all the Commanders of the Towns in their Poſſeſſion, to 
refuſe them Admittance or Paſſage, he did not think the 
Reſolution improper, which was taken by her Majeſty's 
General, to ſend a Party of the Queen's Troops, to 
march through ſome Part of thoſe T owns, to make Expe- 
riment, whether they wou'd refuſe them Paſſage, for if 
Paſſage ſhou'd not be refus'd, then the Dutch wou'd be 
vindicated from the Report which had been given out, {6 
highly reflecting on their Honour, and fo repugnant to the 
repeated Profeſſions and Aſſurances of the Will and 
Friendſhip they had fo conſtantly declar'd for Great Bu- 
tain, and if ſuch Paſſage ſhou'd be refus'd it wou'd demon- 
ſtrate the Neceſſity the Engliſh Troops were under, of 
reſorting to Ghent and Brnghes ; however doth not admit 
that he did adviſe therein, much leſs had he any ſuch hopes 
or treacherous Deſigns, as in the ſaid Article are mention'd. 


Nor did he ſeek any Pretence to put in Execution, any 


Deſign or Reſolution coneerted with the Miniſters 
France, nor was any ſuch Deſign or Reſolution to his 
Knowledge or Belief concerted. The ſaid Earl doth be- 


lieve, that a Party of the Queen's Troops, being ſent 


with Intentions to obtain admittance into ſome of the 


Towns in Flanders, where ſome of the Eneliſh 4 — 
and Hoſpitals were, or at leaſt to obtain Paſſage through 
them, to ſome other Places of Security, were refus'd by 
the Dutch Commanders, altho' thoſe Towns had been 
conquer'd chicfly with Britiſh Blood and Treaſure, bat 
the States General diſavowed their giving any Orders 
for that Purpoſe, and thereby reſcued themſclves from the 
Reproach of an Uſage, that might bave been thonght In- 
hnmane to Confederate Troops, who had ſpent their Blood 
for their Service, and bad no Act of Hoſtility, nor 


giver 


given any juſt Reaſon to the States, to apprehend any ill 
: quences, from ſuch Paſſage or Admittance. The 
ſaid Earl acknowledge, that after this Refuſal of 
the Durch Commanders to receive any of the Queen's 
Troops into, or permit them to paſs through the Towns 
in their Poſſeſſion, they retir'd into Ghent and Brughes, 
the former having been their uſual Quarters, and the Cita- 
del thereof, having been garriſon'd by them, from the 
beginni of the Campaign. But the ſaid Ear! does not 
know or believe, there was any treacherons or de/trucive 
822 in the marching of thoſe Troops into, or taking 
Poſſeſſion of thoſe Towns; nor doth he know or believe, 
it'was done in Concert with any of the Miniſters of 
: France, who he is confident were not privy to it, nor 
koew any thing of it, till aſter it was executed, nor doth 
the ſaid Earl diſcern, how it contributed to the Prejudice 
of the Confederates, or the advantage of the French Ar- 
but on the contrary, the ſaid Earl is very well aſ- 
, that it prov'd greatly to the Advantage and-Security 

of the former, whole Convoys were thereby protected, 
and the Communication between Holland, and the Confe- 
derate Army kept open ; and the Advantages thereby to 
the common Cauſe, were ſo notorious and viſible, that the 
Allies frequently expreſs'd their Satisfaction, that thoſe 

- mportant Places had been ſo well ſecured, by which 
imeans the Allies had all the Advantages of thoſe Towns 
without being at the Expence of Garrilors, the furniſbhing 
of which, wou'd have oblig'd them to make ſach Detach- 
ments from their Army, as wou'&have render'd it difficult 
for them to have kept the Field; and onthe other hand 
the French Miniſters frequently complain'd of the great 
Diſadvantages occaſion d thereby to the Arms of their Ma- 
ſter, whom they thought not well treated by her Majeſty 
on that Account; and the ſaid Earl apprehends that the 
Britiſh Troops had equal Right, with thoſe of the States, 
to enter into Ghent and Brughes, or any other Place of 
the Low Countries, which by Agreement were under the 
joint Government of the Queen and the States General ; and 
this happen d at that time to be of the greater Importance, 
Queen's Troops were thereby enabled to maintain Com- 
munication with Dankirk and England, and was aftcr-

will bave a due Regard to the wide Extent, and the great 
Length and Intricacy of the Negociations wherein he was 
engag'd by bis late Sovereign's expreſs Commanas, to which 
he did the more chearfully ſubmit, being 4 +5 in the moſt 
conſiderable Parts thereof with a Reverend Prelate, whoſe 
long Reſidence Abroad, and Experience in the Methods of 
treating with Foreign Princes and States, had 12 
qualify'd him for the Diſcharge of ſo Important a-Truft: 
However, the ſaid Earl on bis Part may in any Reſpect have 
en unequal to the Province aſſign'd him, yet ſure he is, that 
e always endeavour'd to acquit himſelf therein with the, 
utmoſt Integrity, and cannot but expreſs a Juſt Deteſtation 
of the many evil Intentions herewith he is loaded by the 
ſaid Articles And as he humbly apprebends the feverat 
Fact, mentioned in the Articles, (if they cou'd be prov'dY 
will not appear Criminal, abſtracted from the ill Motives 
and Deſigns, from which they are ſuppos d to proceed, ſo 
he is fully perſwaded your Lordfhips will diſtinguiſh be. 
tween the Actions themſelves, and the Intentions here 
with they are charged to be done; and he affores himſelf,”

the ſaid Earl aud his Collcagae, on account of the many 
Services they bad receiv'd from them.----- The ſaid Earl is 
confident it will appear to your Lordſhips, that altho' be 
did with the utmoſt Application, pur ſue the Good of his 
own Country, preferably to that of any other Nation 
whatſoever, yet he was never wanting to promote the 
Advantage 75 the Allies, eee of the States Gene- 
rai, where it did nat interfere with the Intereſt of Gre at 
Britain A Separaic Treaty of Peace was fo far from 
bis Thoughts, that on the contrary, he was truly Zeal-us 
to make it General, and he had the Happineſs to ſucceed 
therein, in as Great a Degree as was ever known, when ſo 
many Confederates were concern d Nor was the fail 
Earl, lels Zealous in ſapporting to the utmoſt of his Abili- 
ties, the Honour and Reputation, of his late Royal Mi- 
ſtreſs, which was ſo far from being proſtitate1 or (1tterin 
any Diminution by his Negociations, that her Majeſty di 
through the wholc Courſe of thoſe Negociations, and to 
the very Hoar of her Death, maintain as Great and Glo- 
rious a Character, as any of her Royal Predeceſſors, or as 
ſhe herſelf had done, in any former Part of her Keign. 
And as to all matters and things in the ſaid Articles con- 
tain'd, and not herein before particularly anſwer'd, the 
ſaid Earl faith, he is not guilty of them, or any of them 
in the manner and form as the fame are charg d upon him 


in and by the ſaid Articles, and h mits himſelf to 
Your Lordſhips judgment.
